ID Insane Asylnm Wrapped In Fames 


Amidst scenes of the Wild- 


est Horror. 


The Shrieks of Having Maniacs Mingled 


with the Death Cry of 


Dying Inmates. 


Darkened Minds Lightened to Fury in 


the Glare of the Burning 


Prison. 


Tottfftten of Fire. 


PHILADELPHIA, 
February 
13. — 


Eighteen raving maniacs were burned 
to death in the insane department of 
the Blacklev alms house on the west 
side of the Sehuylkill river to-night. 
$he conflagration is the most horrible 
'event of the kind ever known in the 
history of the city. The fire origina- 
ted in the wing of an old bulling of 
the insane department which fronts 
to wards tho river and directly east of 
the main building of the alms house. 
This wing is 145 feet front and sixty 
deep, and is connected on tho south 
with the main building of the old 
structure of tlie insane department, 
which runs south 400 feet to a similar 
wing, and in which tho fire occured. 
tn this north building where the fire 
broke out. there were sixty separate 
cells for violent patients, twenty on 
each floor. In addition to Ibis there 
was a large room on each of tho floors 
in which cots for twelve men were 
placed, all of which were occupied 
when the lire broke out. On tho sec- 
ond floor, opposite tho central cull of 
the row of the separate cells in tho 
north end of the corridor, which runs 
from east to west, was the dry 
room, heated by atoam- Tho room, 
which was about ten feet square was 
directly alongside the mUMlo stairway 
leading to tho floors above and bo-

B. F. Ibach, a prominent attorney of 


HuntingtoD and oue of the oonnsel in the 
Little Kiver ditch case, in 1879 was a 
trustee of the Soldiers' Orphans' Home 
and Asylum for Weak Minded Children, 
at Knightsto\ru, 
and subsequently 


snperiutendeut of the same institution. 
The present investigation of tho Knights- 
town asylum and the gross mismanage- 
ment thua developing led a SENrnrab 
representative to ask Mr. Ibach the re- 
sult of his observations while an official 
there. 


Said Mr. Ibach: "To give my views 


as yon request will require a few histor- 
ical details. lu 1879, under the legis- 
lative act of that year. Governor Williams 
appointed J. F. Early, of LaPorte, B. 
D. Brown, of Dearborn, and myself 
trustees of the Knightatown Soldiers' 
Home and Asylum for Feeble-Minded 
Children. Providing for that institution 
tho legislature appropriated $2,000 for 
the repairing and furnishing of the city- 
lum. 
Mark the emphasis, please, as 


there was no asylum at that time. It is 
true that there w>w an old building there, 
but it could not be rendered fit for occu- 
pancy. 
On the ground that we oould 


save enough out of the orphans' home 
fund we common.'ed the erection of 
wing to the home. 
We did this at the 


advise of the governor and attorney gen- 
eral of state. 
This wing cost about 


$12,000. 
Dr. Hunt was appointed su- 


perintendent of the two institutions. He 
was old and when feeble-minded children 
were admitted he resigned. 


"I was then appointed superintendent 


There were two dining rooms, one for 
the orphans and one for the weak mind- 
ed children. 
The trustees took one ol 


these for a gymnasium. 
I protested, 


knowing that under no circumstances 
the two classes of inmates should be per- 
mitted to associate, and with the author- 
ity of two of the trustees made on extra 
dining room. 


'Upon my resignation, however, the 


old order of affairs was resumed; an or- 
der of things most detrimental to both 
institution and inmates, and the recent 
results could naturally be expected. 


'The objections to the system of those 


institutions are manifold. 
I will only 


mention a few and either one is suicidal 
to success. 


'In the first place the feeble minded 


children ore forced to eat the some food 
prepared for the soldiers' orphans. This 
is a most serious mistake. It is a fact 
that persons of weak mind should be 
carefully dieted. Their food should be 
of a certain diameter and prepared in a 
certain way. This is not done there and 
the food they now eat is detrimental to 
both mental recovery and 
physical 


health. 


'Next the children should notbeal- 


.owed to associate. This is done and too 
often the children of weak minds are 
expected to copo with those of a full 
mental capacity. The former should 
have exclusive teachers and be under a 
custodial branch and graded in accor' 
dance with the degree of intelligence 
hoy display. This is not now the case. 


"The system of management produces 


discord. 
The superintendent is now 


merely a salaried figure-head. The as- 
sistant superintendent has duties 
ivhich bis power is absolute. 
The mat- 


ron, also, is absolute in her department. 
3p is the head teacher and even the cook 
claims a certain power not to be meddled 
'itb. 
There is uo wonder that with all 


his. the children are bandied about in 
every direction and in everyway and the 
management are always at loggerhcuds. 
There is no one controlling and no sub- 
icrvient oflicialfl. 


"Tho worst feature ia the course of in- 


truction given tho children. I admit 
;hoy receive a fair eommon education, 
but not such as would fix them to toacb. 
The girls learn to make their plain 
dresses, bnt nothing else. 
The boys 


learn no trades. When they in thrown 
out upon the world Uiey have no avoca- 
tion open to them. Any one can see the 
foolishness of such procedures. 
I 


the institution could establish shops al 
very little expense where the boysanc 
girls could learn useful trade*, What is 
more, after a short time they could he 
mode a source of income to the state in- 
stead of an expense. 


"There are a number of other matters 


I could mention," continued Mr. Ibach 
"if I had tune, but these are importoni 
and as the Soldiers' Orphan Homo one 
Asylum for Feeble-Minded Children are 
state institutions every citizen ought to 
be interested in them.'
